Not many people in the city of Edmonton, or even in 
the province of Alberta appreciate how intimately connected 
iS the success of this great engineering scheme with the pros- 
perity and growth of Edmonton and how much this city’s 
chances of becoming a great grain market and mercantile dis-| 
tribuling centre depend on the operation of this, the greatest! 
public werk of any age. To the casual observer the great) 
metamorphosis which is to be wrought will be scarcely; 
realized and even to the careful student of events the possi-| 
bilities will hardly be fully appreciated. 

For when ihe Panama canal is completed the trade of| 
balf a continent, with its millions of people, will swing the 
other way. A new doorway on the Pacific will have been! 
cpened and the traflic from the western half of the prairies 
which now cumbers the endless caravans of box cars on their} 
long tellsame march across the plains and sends laden with 
the golden grain of the glorious west the giant freighters of 
the great lakes will have been turned the other way on its 
route to the seaboard. The tide of wheat will have been 
iurned the other way. 

“And Edmonton will, perforce, become the assembling 
centre of a greater grain district than is Winnipeg, Minneap- 
olis, St. Louis, Omaha or Kansas City.
